In  1928  seventy-eight  youngsters  started  to  school  for  the  first  time.  Under 
the  capable  and  careful  instruction  of  our  lower  grade  teachers,  the  class 
gained  a  good  foundation  upon  which  to  base  our  later  life. 

Each  year  we  gained  not  only  in  number,  but  also  in  wisdom.  When  we 
entered  departmental,  we  thought  ourselves  quite  important.  In  the  ele¬ 
mentary  grades  most  of  us  took  part  in  the  operettas  "Lost  Princess  BoPeep," 
and  "Rumplestiltskin." 

One  hundred  twelve  jovial  freshmen  started  on  the  final  lap  of  the  long 
trek  in  1936.  Like  all  newcomers  we  were  slightly  ''green,''  but  we  took  a 
liking  to  our  surroundings  and  learned  what  to  do  and  what  not  to  do.  As 
freshmen,  we  entered  into  as  many  extra-curriculars  as  were  possible. 

In  our  sophomore  year  we  had  become  accustomed  to  high  school  life. 
This  year  we  took  a  more  prominent  place  in  school  affairs  as  many  of  our 
classmates  had  had  experience  in  athletics,  band,  debate,  and  journalism. 

During  our  last  two  years  we  helped  to  uphold  the  fair  name  of  CCHS  at 
many  district,  state  and  national  contests.  In  our  junior  year  we  entertained 
the  outgoing  senior  class  with  a  reception  at  the  Sargent  Hotel  at  Lake 
Wawasee.  This  year,  we,  as  seniors,  have  taken  over  the  helm  and  have 
shown  ourselves  capable  of  handling  the  more  responsible  positions  of  the 
many  high  school  organizations.  Four  seniors  debated  varsity  and  five  others 
won  the  right  to  compete  at  the  National  Band  Solo  Contest.  Two  seniors 
edited  "The  Eagle,''  and  most  of  the  strength  of  the  basketball  and  football 
teams  rested  upon  senior  boys. 

The  graduating  class  of  1940,  ninety-five  strong,  is  the  largest  class  in  the 
history  of  the  high  school.  We  leave  this  school  entirely  different  personalities 
than  when  we  entered  back  in  1936  as  shy  little  freshmen. 

We  may  not  be  the  best  class  to  graduate  from  CCHS,  but  we  are  the  big¬ 
gest,  and  contrary  to  the  old  saying,  we  still  have  quality  as  well  as  quantity. 
No  matter  into  what  fields  we  may  venture,  we  shall  never  forget  the  good 
times  we  had,  nor  the  basic  aims  and  ideals  that  we  learned  back  in  dear  old 
Columbia  City  High  School.

Many  times  man  is  faced  with  the  task  of  putting  into  words  the  feelings  of 
the  soul.  This  is  often  a  very  difficult  act  to  accomplish  as  upon  certain 
occasions  we  find  our  emotions  of  such  a  variety  that  mere  words  are  power¬ 
less  to  express  all  that  our  hearts  would  say. 

It  becomes  my  privilege  to  speak  for  the  class  of  1940  and  to  attempt  to 
convey  to  our  teachers,  relatives,  and  friends  the  emotions  we  feel  at  this  time. 

We  realize  that  this  is  not  the  end  of  our  educational  career,  rather  the  start 
of  that  fuller  education  which  comes  only  with  the  varied  experiences  of  life 
itself,  but  we  are  aware  too  that  it  marks  the  attainment  of  a  goal  for  which  we 
have  been  aiming  for  the  last  twelve  years.  Naturally  we  gain  a  thrill  of  pride 
in  this  accomplishment. 

High  among  our  many  feelings  today  is  one  of  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
teachers  who  have  by  their  energy  and  patience  led  us  to  our  present  honored 
position.  We  sincerely  thank  them  for  their  guidance  and  splendid  example 
and  shall  not  forget  the  helping  hand  they  have  so  many  times  extended  to  us 
through  these  formative  years.  The  least  that  we  can  do  is  to  pledge  that  in 
future  years  we  shall  attempt  to  govern  our  lives  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
may  feel  somewhat  repaid  for  their  efforts  in  our  behalf. 

The  understanding  and  encouragement  given  us  by  our  parents,  and  in 
many  cases  the  sacrifices  that  they  have  made  for  us,  shall  not  go  unheralded 
at  this  time,  for  we  fully  appreciate  all  this  as  well. 

With  these  exercises  we  write  finis  to  our  career  as  students  of  Columbia 
City  High  School,  and  as  we  think  of  this  we  are  sensible  of  a  feeling  of  deep 
regret.  We  hold  nothing  dearer  to  us  at  this  time  than  the  comradeship  here 
formed  which  will  be  cherished  throughout  our  lives.  As  we  take  our  separate 
paths  and  leave  these  halls,  it  is  with  the  realization  that  the  best  of  friendships 
cannot  survive  time.  Never  again  shall  we  be  as  close  to  these  friends  of  our 
youth  as  we  are  tonight. 

I  am  reminded  of  the  ancient  king  who  commissioned  his  wise  men  to 
prepare  a  sentence  that  would  be  true  and  applicable  under  all  conditions  and 
in  all  places.  After  weeks  of  study  these  wise  men  returned  to  their  sovereign 
with  this  thought,  "This  too  shall  pass  away."  Realizing  the  truth  of  this 
philosophy,  we  accept  our  fate!  Although  our  high  school  days  and  our  high 
school  friendships  will  pass,  they  go  not  into  oblivion  but  into  those  secret 
places  of  our  hearts,  where  they  will  remain  always,  cherished  and  re¬ 
membered! 

So  tonight  we,  members  of  the  class  of  1940,  bid  farewell  to  our  classmates 
and  teachers,  but  we  go  with  hopeful  hearts  toward  the  future. 
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Four  years  ago  one  hundred  twelve  pupils  first  entered  the  halls  of 
Columbia  City  High  School.  We  had  ambitions  that  we  might  be  the  first 
graduating  class  to  have  one  hundred  members,  but  we  failed  by  five  to  reach 
that  goal.  We  are,  however,  the  largest  graduating  class  thus  far.  Eighty- 
three  members  remain  of  our  original  members;  the  other  twelve  have  come  to 
us  during  our  high  school  career.  One  out  of  our  class  has  been  enrolled  in 
ten  different  schools  during  his  twelve  years  of  school  attendance.  Of  those 
who  dropped  out  along  the  way,  several  were  married,  some  moved  away,  a 
few  wanted  to  do  some  other  kind  of  work,  and  one  member  has  died. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  look  at  some  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  our  class. 

Our  tallest  boy  looks  down  upon  the  world  from  his  height  of  six  feet,  three 
and  three-quarter  inches;  our  shortest  has  to  stretch  himself  to  reach  the 
height  of  four  feet,  ten  and  one-half  inches. 

Our  "monster  of  weight"  tips  the  scales  with  two  hundred  thirty-five 
pounds,  while  our  lightest  member  is  competing  with  the  featherweights  with 
only  ninety-four  pounds.  Since  the  girls  all  hope  to  be  called  "the  little 
woman"  in  the  near  future,  they  decline  to  give  any  definite  information  about 
height  and  weight. 

There  are  fifty-seven  pupils  with  blue  eyes;  twenty-three  with  brown  eyes; 
five  with  green  eyes  (Isn't  that  a  sign  of  jealousy?),  and  the  remainder  offer 
only  vague  information  like  ’"grayish"  or  "occasionally  black."

The  National  Forensic  League  is  an  honor  speech  society  for  high  school 
students  which  was  organized  nationally  in  1924.  The  constitution  states:  It 
shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  organization  to  promote  the  interests  of  interschol¬ 
astic  debate,  oratory,  and  public  speaking  by  encouraging  a  spirit  of  fellow¬ 
ship  and  by  conferring  upon  deserving  candidates  a  worthy  badge  of 
distinction.”  Degrees  of  Merit,  Honor,  Excellence,  and  Distinction  are  granted 
in  recognition  of  individual  achievement. 

The  maximum  of  500  chapters  established  by  the  National  Council  was 
reached  in  May,  1936,  and  a  waiting  list  was  set  up  to  fill  vacancies.  Twenty- 
one  chapters  are  located  in  the  state  of  Indiana. 

The  Columbia  City  chapter  was  organized  in  1934  with  seven  charter 
members  and  has  grown  in  membership  each  year.  There  are  seventeen 
active  members  at  the  close  of  the  1939-40  school  year.  The  organization  has 
had  the  distinction  this  year  of  being  listed  as  the  top  ranking  chapter  in  the 
state. 

Never  until  the  current  school  year  has  the  organization  sponsored  an 
outside  speech  project.  The  Hon.  Rodney  H.  Brandon,  founder  of  the  Moose- 
heart  Home,  Mooseheart,  Illinois,  came  to  Columbia  City  under  the  auspices 
of  the  National  Forensic  League  on  February  1,  1940.  Thus,  a  worthwhile 
speaker  of  note  was  brought  into  the  community  and  an  added  number  of 
points  was  given  the  organization  for  its  effort. 

The  degrees  of  membership  are  determined  by  the  number  of  credit  points 
earned  by  individuals — a  certain  number  for  winning  a  debate,  for  a  no-de- 
cision  debate,  for  participating  in  a  debate,  for  entering  oratorical  and 
declamatory  contests,  with  added  points  for  winners  of  such  contests. 

At  honor  convocation  certificates,  bearing  the  Seal  of  the  Society,  are 
awarded  to  all  members  upon  their  attainment.  The  color  of  the  seal  indicates 
the  degree  of  membership.

Beginning  its  sixth  year  of  weekly  publication,  The  Eagle  had  Mr.  Wenger 
as  its  new  sponsor,  who  succeeded  Mrs.  Helen  Long  Alter.  Paul  Rawley 
and  Lois  Wigent  served  as  editor  and  assistant  editor  for  the  first  semester, 
while  Lois  became  editor  and  June  Walter  her  assistant  for  the  second 
semester. 

With  the  aid  of  a  new  mimeograph  and  mimeoscope,  purchased  by  the 
school,  The  Eagle  put  Volumes  XIV  and  XV  on  the  shelf  as  a  record  of  the 
daily  happenings  in  CCHS  for  the  school  year,  1939-40. 

The  other  thirteen  volumes  of  The  Eagle  rest  upon  the  shelf  in  The  Eagle 
room  as  a  file  which  goes  back  to  February  14,  1933,  the  date  of  founding  the 
present  school  paper. 

Mr.  Cleon  Fleck  was  the  first  sponsor  of  The  Eagle.  At  present,  he  is 
sponsor  of  the  Spotlight,  which  is  the  school  paper  of  Central  High  School  in 
Fort  Wayne. 

Franklin  Bridge,  the  first  editor  of  The  Eagle,  has  made  journalism  his 
career,  and  is  now  working  for  the  Columbia  City  Post  and  Commercial-Mail. 

Since  the  first  edition  of  The  Eagle,  many  changes  have  been  made. 
During  this  year  the  publication  date  was  changed  from  Thursday  to  Friday, 
so  that  all  the  week's  news  could  be  included. 

About  forty  students  belong  to  the  staff  which  issues  either  a  four  or  six- 
page  paper.  Besides  these  editions,  a  special  Christmas  issue  in  color  was 
published;  an  occasional  eight  pages  came  forth;  and  the  annual  April  Fool's 
edition  was  issued. 

For  the  April  Fool's  edition,  Joan  Strouse  was  editor  and  Bob  JeJllison  her 
assistant. 

Between  semesters  the  staff  enjoyed  their  "Razz  Fest,"  which  was  in  the 
form  of  a  pot-luck  supper.

Behind  the  scenes  of  The  Eagle  lies  the  Press  Club.  .  Started  in  the  fall  of 
1934  by  Mr.  Cleon  Fleck,  the  Press  Club  meets  to  decide  the  school  paper's 
policies,  to  honor  the  most  efficient  staff  members,  and  to  meet  socially. 

Officers  of  the  Press  Club  are  elected  at  the  annual  banquet  each  year, 
taking  office  the  next  year.

Principally  through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Mable  Zirkle, 
health  education  instructor,  a  driver  training  course  was 
introduced  in  CCHS  last  year.  That  she  and  the  course 
are  truly  pioneers  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  this  course 
is  the  second  of  its  kind  in  Indiana  high  schools — the 
other  being  at  Evansville. 

Because  of  the  generosity  of  a  prominent  automotive 
industry  a  new  dual-control  car  is  obtained  whenever 
3,000  miles  have  been  put  on  a  car  we  have  been  using 
A  detonator  (an  instrument  for  testing  the  capability  of 
a  driver  in  an  emergency),  and  other  testing  equipment 
have  been  purchased  by  the  school.  Stanchions  for  use 
In  giving  skilled  road  tests  and  road  signs  have  also 


been  bought.  The  county  road  supervisor  and  city 
engineer  have  marked  off  and  painted  practice  fields  for 
learning  car  maneuvering  On  these  practice  fields  the  I 

student  learns  to  handle  the  car  well  before  driving  out  I 

in  traffic.  ' 

Besides  all  these  generosities,  the  talks  by  the  state  I 

policemen,  the  extra  hours  of  teaching,  many  other  I 

agencies  have  helped  in  giving  the  course  imjeetus. 
Among  the  helpful  agencies  are  motor  clubs,  insurance  I 

companies,  motor  vehicle  and  highway  departments. 

A  study  of  CCHS's  course  is  being  made  by  Purdue  I 

University  for  use  as-  a  jcaltern  in  planning  similar  .  I 
courses  in  Indiana  high  schools.  K I

The  CCHS  football  department  secured  the  services  of  another  coach  last 
fall.  Hubert  "Doc''  Cordier  came  to  this  school  from  Manchester  College  after 
four  years  of  successful  campaigning  on  college  gridirons.  As  the  new  foot¬ 
ball  coach,  "Doc"  introduced  a  new  system  of  play  which  is  a  moderation  of 
the  Notre  Dame  system.  The  backfield  setup  does  not  allow  the  opposition  to 
learn  the  play's  direction  until  it  is  started.

The  squads  from  Central  of  Fort  Wayne,  Hartford  City,  and 
Central  Catholic  of  Fort  Wayne  proved  to  be  plenty  tough,  each  whipping  the 
Columbia  City  five  in  turn. 

The  meet  with  Albion,  which  followed  these  defeats,  revived  some  weak 
souls,  for  the  Eagles  smothered  their  guests  from  Albion  and  advanced  to 
Pierceton,  where  a  heated  battle  was  taken  from  the  Columbia  City  basketeers 
again  by  two  points. 

Being  set  upon  by  three  more  powerful  clubs,  the  Eagles  submitted  to 
Kendallville,  New  Haven  and  Decatur  before  invading  Warsaw  to  receive  the 
well  earned  breaks  and  marching  home  with  another  victory. 

Ligonier  proved  to  be  the  seventh  and  last  victim  which  the  Eagles 
trimmed,  for  the  remaining  net  squads  from  Huntington,  Auburn,  and  Goshen, 
respectively,  gained  more  counters  in  their  respective  tilts  than  did  CCHS.
